Then is much to be said in praise of the Admission Day ad- 


of the Hon. John F. Davis. It was eloquent and erudite far 


ifejrond what experience has taught us to expect in addresses de- 
livered on occasions of this character. Mr. Davis has evidently 
fiven much study to the events immediately leading up to the 
formation of a State government in California. He treated his 
theme so intelligently that one regrets that he did not go back 
*4 inquire how California became a part of the great republic 
•f the American continent. 


The historical sequences which led up to the acquisition of 


California began with the defeat of Montcalm on the Heights of 
Abraham. That battle transferred Canada from the French to 
the British flag. Freed from the fear of French aggression and 
French domination, the thirteen colonies turned to resisting the 


WASHINGTON FORECAST: * CONTINUED COOL 


-after Wolfe's victory at Quebec the colonists were fighting the 
British soldiers in the streets of Boston and arming to resist 
English oppression in North Carolina. The annexation of Canada 
cut the cord which bound the colonies to Great Britain. 


When the American colonists passed the Allegheny mountains 


and planted settlements in Kentucky, Ohio and Tennessee, the 
control of the mouth of the Mississippi became essential to the 
baiety and prosperity to the infant colonies planted on the Ohio, 
the Cumberland and the Tennessee. 
There was no navigable 


outlet to the Great Lakes, and the mouth of the Mississippi was 
in the hands of Spain. 


The Louisiana Purchase extricated the republic from its pent 


up condition, and extended the dominion of the United States 
from the mouth of the Mississippi to the sources of the Missouri 
and the mouth of the Columbia on the Pacific. The American 
colonization of Texas was a logical sequence of the Louisiana 
Purchase. The annexation of Texas brought on the Mexican war 
and the acquisition of California. 


So American independence was made possible by Wolfe's vic- 


tory on the Heights of Abraham; the safety of the new republic 
called for the Louisiana Purchase, and the acquisition of the 
Louisiana territory led to the settlement and annexation of Texas 
and finally to the acquisition of California. 


Had Montcalm won over Wolfe at Quebec there would have 


been no war of the Revolution. Rightly viewed, therefore, the 
series of events which led up to the acquisition and admission of 
California began on the plains just outside of Quebec. By acquir- 
ing C&fiada Great Britain detached the colonies from their allegi- 
ance and what followed was in natural order, each step necessi- 
tating another step till the republic founded by Washington 
claimed jurisdiction from the Great Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico 
and from the Strait of Florida to Puget Sound. 


Upon this theme Mr. Davis might have expatiated with glow- 


It is a pity he 
did not begin at the beginning, or at least with a brilliant histori- 
cal event which influenced the course of events in Europe almost 
as much as in America.

abuse it. The man who was permitted to erect the stand spoken of 
abused bis privilege by renting advertising space on it. He would 
have shamed the town to increase his profit if the police had not 
compelled him to remove the advertising banners. 


But he committed other acts to show that he should never 


have been granted the privilege. He sent out invitations to Sec- 
retary Lane and other dignitaries to occupy seats in his stand 
without taking the trouble to inform the committee of arrange- 
ments or anyone else in authority of what he had done. Appar- 
ently he thought he was running the Native Sons' celebration all j Mrs.'Lidnda cnmore, 
by himself. Hence neither the city officials nor the committee of

| and loaned to the farmers. But when 
the second generation came to face the j 
problem of getting 10 per cent on the' 
ir.cSty they found interest rates liad fal- 
len and the funds were sh!ft»/3 to the' 
"Western Reserve. 


From the Western Reserve, in a few 


years, the money was shifted to Michigan. 
Here it continued, for perhaps a gener- 


st"' farther west, ar.i3 !t Jumped to Min- 
nesota. 


ext the money of the old whaling cap- 


tains was sent to the Pacific Coast in 
search of a safe 10 per cent return. But 
inevitably Interest rates dropped out 
there, and then a surprising thing hap- 
pened. 


Back from the Pacific Coast came the 


money of the old captains and was set to 
work reclaiming the swamps close by the 
town where it originated and turning 
them into cranberry bogs. 


There is the cranberry bogs on the 


Masschusetts coast and the hard won 
doliars of the whaling captains is working 
today and it is said that the return is 
considerably over the stipulated 10 per 
cent.
